1. NAMIBIA - 

THE WESTERN FIVE AGREED JULY 1 1 ON A PAPER TO BE 
SUBMITTED TO CAPITALS, AND, IF CAPITALS CONCUR, TO BE 
PRESENTED TO THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT. THE PRE- 
SENTATION WOULD AIM NOT ONLY TO DEMONSTRATE TO SOUTH 
AFRICA THE DIFFICULTY THE CONTACT GROUP IS HAVING IN 
MAINTAINING MOMENTUM, BUT ALSO TO CAUTION THE SOUTH 
AFRICANS AGAINST PREMATURE INSTALLATION OF AN ADMINISTRATOR 
GENERAL AND AGAINST USING THE DISCUSSIONS WITH THE FIVE 
AS JUSTIFICATION FOR UNILATERAL ACTION UPON WHICH THE 
FIVE HAVE NOT HAD THE OPPORTUNITY TO COMMENT IN ADVANCE, 

AND TO ELICIT FROM THE SOUTH AFRICANS THEIR PLANS FOR A 
PHASED WITHDRAWAL. 

WESTERN FIVE ALSO DISCUSSED FINANCING PROPOSED 
SWAPO TALKS IN NEW YORK AND EACH, EXCEPT FRANCE, GAVE 
ASSURANCE IT WAS PREPARED TO PAY ONE-FIFTH OF TOTAL COST 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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OF ATTENDANCE OF 10 SWAPO REPRESENTATIVES AT TALKS. THE 
FRENCH HAVE BEEN INFORMED TELEPHONICALLY BY PARIS THAT 
CONFIRMATION OF FRENCH PARTICIPATION IN THIS MATTER WILL 
BE FORTHCOMING. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 2208) 

2. ECOSOC REPORT ON ASSISTANCE TO PALESTINIANS - 

ISARELI CHARGE ELIAV ASKED FOR US ASSISTANCE IN 
PROTESTING TO THE UN SECRETARIAT IN GENEVA THE RELEASE 
OF A REPORT ON "ASSISTANCE TO THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE" 

UNDER THE WRONG AGENDA ITEM. THE REPORT WAS REQUESTED 
BY ECOSOC UNDER ITEM CONCERNED WITH OPERATIONAL ACTI- 
VITIES FOR DEVELOPMENT BUT WAS ISSUED UNDER ITEM CONCERNED 
WITH ASSISTANCE TO COLONIAL COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES, WHICH 
THE ISRAELIS CONSIDER IMPROPER AND UNDESIRABLE SINCE 
THE ANTI-COLONIAL RUBRIC GIVES THE REPORT A DIFFERENT 
AND UNSAVORY CHARACTER. ELIAV HAS WRITTEN THE SYG ASKING 
FOR A CORRECTION, AND HE EXPLAINED THAT ISRAELI SENSI- 
TIVITY IS HIGH IN VIEW OF ECWA/PLO MEMBERSHIP ISSUE.

3. RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE - 

AFTER SEVERAL POSTPONEMENTS DUE TO SCHEDULING CON- 
FLICTS, THE COMMITTEE MET JULY 1 1 TO DISCUSS CASES. IT 
ASKED THAT THE CASE INVOLVING TRADE IN MOTOR VEHICLES BE 
ADDED TO THE LIST OF OUTSTANDIN ITEMS WHICH THE CHAIRMAN 
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WILL RAISE PERSONALLY WITH THE SWISS OBSERVER, ASKING FOR 
BETTER SWISS COOPERATION ON SANCTIONS IN GENERAL. FUR- 
THER NOTES WILL BE SENT TO PORTUGAL AND MALAWI REQUESTING 
INFORMATION ON FLIGHTS TO AND FROM RHODESIA. 
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THERE WAS NO AGREEMENT ON THE CASE INVOLVING PHOTO EQUIP- 
MENT SOLD TO RHODESIA THROUGH A UK SUBSIDIARY OF CARL 
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ZEISS (GDR FIRM) IN WHICH THREE UK CITIZENS PLEADED 
GUILTY AND WERE HEAVILY FINED. THE USSR AND BENIN ARGUED 
STRONGLY THAT THIS WAS A UK MATTER AND THE GDR WAS NOT 
INVOLVED, WHILE THE UK, US, FRANCE AND CANADA TOOK THE 
POSITION THAT THE CASE WAS FULLY GERMANE AND REQUIRED 
DETAILED INFORMATION FROM THE GDR. 

THE FRENCH PROMISED 

TO PROVIDE FURTHER INFORMATION ON FRENCH TRADE WITH 
RHODESIA, AND THE CASE INVOLVING PURCHASE OF TIMBER BY 
A UK FFIRM WAS CLOSED. THE PRC AND USSR ENGAGED IN 
SINO-SOVIET POLEMICS, AND THE US SUBMITTED TWO MOST 
RECENT QUARTERLY REPORTS ON RHODESIAN IMPORTS INTO 
THE US. USSR AGAIN RAISED NEED FOR THE COMMITTEE TO 
TAKE UP ON PRIORITY BASIS ADDITIONAL SANCTIONS UNDER 
ART. 41, AND US MISOFF REMINDED SOVIETS THE COMMITTEE 
AGREED ON FOUR STRAIGHT MEETINGS ON CASES, OF WHICH THIS 
WAS THE THIRD. THE CHAIRMAN AGREED AND ADJOURNED THE

USUN RECEIVED COPIES OF YAP DISTRICT RESOLU- 
TIONS REQUESTING (1) FROM NAURU AND (2) FROM THE 
ORGANIZATION OF ARAB STATES AND MEMBERS OF OPEC 
"DEVELOPMENT AND CAPITAL FUNDS IN THE FORM OF GRANTS, 

LOANS OR ANY OTHER FUNDS, TO BE USED FOR THE DEVELOP- 
MENT OF YAP ISLANDS." (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - 
CONFIDENTIAL

5 . COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA STANDING COMMITTEE III - 

THE COMMITTEE JULY 8 APPROVED A PRELIMINARY DRAFT 
OF THE SECOND ISSUE OF THE "NAMIBIA BULLETIN" FOR 1977. 

IT ALSO ASKED A THREE-MEMBER WORKING GROUP - CONSISTING 
OF REPRESENTATIVES OF SWAPO, UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA, 
AND ALGERIA - TO REVISE THE PROPOSED TEXT OF A 60- 
SECOND PROMOTIONAL FILM SPOT TO BE PRODUCED IN FOUR 
LANGUAGES - ENGLISH, FRENCH, SPANISH AND GERMAN - FOR 
WORLDWIDE TELEVISION USE ON NAMIBIA DAY, AUG. 26. THE 
FILM SPOT WILL REFER TO SOUTH AFRICA'S ILLEGAL PRESENCE 
AND DEFIANCE OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY, CHARGE THAT 
SAG MADE BLACK AFRICANS PRISONERS IN THEIR OWN LAND, STATE 
THAT SWAPO IS FIGHTING TO MAKE NAMIBIAN FREEDOM A REALITY, 
AND REQUEST VIEWERS TO EXPRESS THEIR SUPPORT BY WRITING 
THE PRESIDENT OF THE COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA AT THE UN IN 
NEW YORK. AMENDMENTS WERE SUGGESTED, AND IT WAS DECIDED 
THAT THE INFORMAL WORKING GROUP WOULD DECIDE ON REVISIONS 
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IN CONSULTATION WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF THE OFFICE OF 
PUBLIC INFORMATION. 

6. US CONTRIBUTION TO THE UN - 

ON JULY 1 1 USUN FORWARDED TO THE UN SYG A CHECK IN 
THE AMOUNT OF $23,774,000 REPRESENTING AN ADDITIONAL 
PARTIAL CONTRIBUTION BY THE US TO THE UN REGULAR BUDGET 
FOR CALENDAR YEAR 1977.
